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Nixon Asking 
Oil Co. Tax 
Break Reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Nixon 


asked Congress today to reduce the tax breaks 
available to U.S. oil companies operating 
overseas and to ease the demands of present 
clean air laws. 


The President sent Congress a new energy 


message urging passage of the emergency 
legislation previously proposed and adding 
some new proposals. 


Nixon's new measure would, if adopted: 
—Eliminate the 22 per cent depletion 


allowance granted U.S. companies producing 
oil abroad. 


—Reduce the amount of foreign income tax 


which U.S. oil companies can credit directly 
against their taxes in the United States. 


—Extend for two more years the emission 


standards now applying to 1975 automobiles. 


—Remove the present requirement for a 90 


per cent reduction in nitrogen oxide emissions 
in 1976 cars. 


—Extend the legal deadline for meeting 


clean air standards in metropolitan areas 
which otherwise would need "unreasonable 
transportation controls." 


—Permit temporary relaxation of clean air 


deadlines and requirements for power plants 
and other sources which cannot get an 
adequate supply of clean energy. 


—Speed the licensing and construction of 


atomic power plants by encouraging standar- 
dized plant designs, establishing an inventory 
of approved locations for future power plants 
and separating the questions of site approval 
from reactor licensing. 


Meanwhile, at the Capitol, the Senate's in- 


vestigating subcommittee chaired by Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., continued into a 
third day its hearings on the energy crisis. 
Executives of seven leading oil firms were 
witnesses. 


Jackson became angry at one point when 


Exxon vice president Roy A. Baze was unable 
to provide some figures on his firm's fourth 
quarter earnings. 


"These are just childish responses, Mr. 


Baze," Jackson said, adding "I guess we're go- 
ing to have to start slapping subpoenas on some 
of you." 


Jackson reported earlier that the ad- 


ministration is considering rolling back prices 
on domestic oil production. 


Jackson, one of the most influential Con- 


gress members in the energy field, emerged 
from a meeting of Nixon and bipartisan Senate- 
House leaders to report a price rollback as a 
possibility. 


The Nixon message was expected to include a 


proposal to tax excess profits by the oil com- 
panies, a matter of growing congressional 
interest. 
Exxon Profits Up 60% 


NEW YORK (AP) — Exxon Corp., the 


nation's largest oil company, estimated today 
that its profits in the final three months of 1973 
were almost 60 per cent higher than the same 
period of 1972. 


Profits for the final quarter of 1973 were $784 


million compared to earnings of $493 million in 
the same period in 1972, a spokesman said. 


The international refiner said its profits for 


all of 1973 also showed an increase of almost 60 
per cent at $2.44 billion, or $10.89 per share of 
common stock. 


J.K. Jamieson, Exxon chairman, said the 


company earned about 1.9 cents for each gallon 
of gasoline and natural gas it sold in 1973, about 
a half cent more than in the previous year. 
Condemnation Suit 
May Be Delayed 


The city's condemnation suit of property owned 
by Virginia Kerr Willis—and designated for the 
new city hall site—will apparently be delayed 
due to conflicting court dates. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood told The Daily Sun 


that the City had asked for an early hearing in 
the condemnation proceedings in 13th District 
Court. As a result, District Judge Donald 
Nicholson scheduled suit action to begin Feb. 
11. 


Since that date was established, however, 


Mayor Youngblood said she has received ad- 
ditional information from Julius Jacobs, 
special co-counsel to the City for the con- 
demnation matter. 


JACOBS SAID, according to the mayor, that 


a Dallas attorney for Mrs. Willis has asked for 
the opening hearings to be rescheduled, citing a 
full schedule of cases through March. 


Mayor Youngblood said Jacobs feels the 


request will be honored and Judge Nicholson 
will reset the condemnation suit, possibly in 
April. 


Judge Nicholson said this morning the case 


has not yet been reset. He said he will have to 
further discuss the attorney's reasons for 
rescheduling before changing dates. 


The property involved in the suit is a lot 


measuring 50 feet by 100 feet in block No. 315. 
The lot faces 50 feet on the north side of West 
Fifth Ave. and 100 feet on the west side of North 
12th St. 


The city's suit became subject to 13th District 


Court jurisdiction when Mrs. Willis filed 
"defendants' objections to award of special 
commissioners." That Jan. 4 action said a 
$30,000 award for the property, set by the 
ipecial commissioners, was unacceptable.

within the last couple of days. 


A 
source, 
who said

believed he was familiar with 
the material Republican Senate 
leader Hugh Scott said con- 
tradicted Dean, suggested that 
Scott may have been mistaken.

More Undecided 
On Impeachment 


NEW YORK (AP) — NBC 


News said Tuesday a poll of 
returned congressmen shows 
the number for impeachment of 
President Nixon has dropped, 
but many who opposed im- 
peachment last fall are now 
undecided or silent. 


NBC reported that all 431 


members 
of the 
House of 


Representatives or their aides 
were polled since last Thursday 
and results were compared with 
a similar poll last October, after 
the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


In October 109 of the 427 


members responding favored or 
tended to favor impeachment. 
The new poll shows only 90 
saying they favor or tend to 
favor impeachment, NBC said. 


But while in October 167 were 


against or tended to be against 
impeachment, only 137 now 
express 
opposition to 
im- 


peachment, it said. 


NBC said the number of 


House members undecided or 
those declining to give an 
opinion rose from 151 in October 
to 204 at present. 


Judge John J. Sirica, who 
subsequently turned over the 
Watergate 
portions to 
the 


prosecutors. 


THE 
WHITE House had 


notified Sirica that two of the 
conversations 
sought 
never 


were recorded and that a third 
contained an W/z minute gap 
that 
had 
obliterated 
all 


references to the Watergate 
break-in.

Last week, Sirica referred 


those three cases to special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski with 
a recommendation he present 
evidence to a grand jury. 


Jaworski's 
staff 
began 


presenting the case to a grand 
jury on Monday. 


According to a memorandum 


filed in court last August in 
support of the subpoena issued 
by the prosecutors, the crucial 
meetings involving Dean oc- 
curred on Sept. 15, 1972, and 
March 13 and 21, 1973. 


Dean said that at the Sept. 15 


meeting 
the 
President 


congratulated him on the "good 
job" he had done and said he 
was pleased the case had 
"stopped with Liddy." 


DEAN TESTIFIED that on 


March 13, the President told 
him he had approved executive 
clemency for Watergate con- 
spirator E. Howard Hunt and 
that there would be no problem 
about raising $1 million to buy 
the silence of all seven defen- 
dants. 


There were two meetings on 


March 21. All accounts agree 
that during the first, Dean gave 
the President his theory of the 
cover up involving White House 
and 
presidential 
campaign 


committee officials. 


Roosevelt R. Pease submitted 


his resignation late Tuesday to 
Mayor Sue Youngblood and the 
City Commission as a member 
and director of the Civil Service 
Commission effective Feb. 6.

Pease was granted vacation 


leave Tuesday afternoon by 
City Manager Dick Ballenger 
for accumulated time due him 
through Feb. 6, but was in his 
office today, cleaning out his 
personal effects. He said he had 
notified CSC Chairman L. E. 
McGary he will not attend 
Thursday 
night's 
recessed 


portion 
of Monday night's 


meeting. 


"I regret his decision, but I 


am sure he has his own 
reasons," Mayor Youngblood 
told the Sun. She added, "I 
detected 
some 
dissension 


among the members of the Civil 
Service Commission 
the last 


couple of meetings I attended. I 
understand his position. He has 
been a good member for seven 
years," 
Mayor 
Youngblood 


said. 


SHE SAID 
the City Com- 


mission will have to accept his 
resignation as a member at the 
next meeting on Feb. 5. The 
Civil Service Commission, she 
noted, will have to accept his 
resignation as director, and 
they will do so Thursday, she 
indicated. 


Pease 
told the Sun this 


morning: "I regret leaving as I 
enjoyed working for the City the 
past seven years. I believe I 
have brought to the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission the ability to 
implement the civil service law. 


"I have been publicly thanked 


by Mayors David Campbell, W. 
P. Murchison and Mrs. Sue 
Youngblood for my services and 
I 
can't 
understand

criticisms of my work, so I am 
removing myself," Pease said. 
He said he didn't want to 
comment further. 


HE SAID he is a "believer in 


the civil service program and 
its guarantee of tenure for 
police and firemen and feel they 
were benefitted by its adoption 
by Corsicana in 1966.'" Pease 
recalled that when he became 
director and member on Jan. 
16, 1967, the pay was ap- 
proximately $265 monthly for 
police and firemen and is now 
approximates $500 a month. 


He said he and his wife an- 


ticipate leaving Thursday for 
Houston where Mrs. Pease's 
daughter is slated to undergo 
surgery.

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC News says it has learned that 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger told two high-level Is- 
raeli ministers he believes President Nixon will leave office 
within the next six months. 


NBC later said Kissinger termed the report an "outrageous 


lie." 


The report, aired Tuesday on NBC's "Nightly News" pro- 


gram, said in full: 


"NBC News in Tel Aviv has learned that Secretary Kissin- 


ger told two high-ranking Israeli ministers that he believes 
President Nixon will leave office within the next six months. 


"Kissinger said his position as secretary of state in an ad- 


ministration headed by Vice President Ford would not 
change. The two Israeli ministers took part with Kissinger in 
the disengagement talks." 


NBC did not give its sources for the report. 


Beef Prices Rising Sharply 


Energy Man Interviewed 
Even With Arab Oil, 
Shortage To Continue 


WASHINGTON(AP) — An 


end to the Arab oil embargo, 
whenever it comes, will not 
bring an immediate end to the 
United 
States' 
energy 


problems. 


Eric R. Zausner, an assistant 


administrator of the Federal 
Energy Office, said in an in- 
terview Tuesday that a nagging 
oil shortage could drag on for 
months or years after the 
embargo is lifted. 


Secretary of State Henry A.* 


Kissinger indicated Tuesday 
that the oil cutoff, begun last 
October, would end before Arab 
and Israeli troops complete 
their withdrawals from their 
confrontation 
lines 
in 
the 


Middle East. 


Kissinger did not say when 


the oil might start flowing 
again, 
but 
his 
prediction 


seemed to suggest within a few 
months. 


Asked how this would affect 


the U. S. energy crisis Zausner, 
the 
FEO's 
data-watcher, 


pointed out that improvement 
would be as slow to arrive as 
was the impact of the embargo. 


Considering the travel time of 


oil tankers from the Persian 
Gulf, it took almost a month for 
the October start of the em- 
bargo to reduce on imports at 
U. S. ports, and the full impact 
was not reached until this 


month. 


Zausner said it probably 


would take at least four to six 
weeks or more for Persian Gulf 
oil to begin reaching the United 
States once the Arabs release it. 
He said it could take longer 
depending how rapidly Arab oil 
production returns to pas levels. 


"It could stretch beyond four 


to six weeks before we even get 
back to last September's import 
level," said Zausner. 


From an all-time high of 7.1 


million barrels a day in early 
November, the embargo has 
cost the United States a drop in 
imports of about 2.2 million 
barrels a day and the loss may 
still be increasing. 


Even if the Arabs restored 


previous shipment levels the 
United States still would not be 
getting enough, Zausner said. 
"We have to get more oil than 
the pre-embargo levels to meet 
our rising demands," 
said 


Zausner. 


Over the past year alone, 


U.S. daily demands for oil in- 
creased by 1.5 million barrels, 
all of it furnished by foreign 
oil. 


The longer the embargo goes 


on, the larger will be the 
demand for incresed imports, 
and the longer it would take for 
supply to catch up with demand. 


It's budget stretching time 


again for millions of Americans 
who are finding beef prices on 
the rise after a brief spell of 
stability.

shows beef prices at the retail 
level rose 10 and 20 cents a 
pound on most items in the past 
two weeks.

counter was all it took to con- 
firm the bad news. 


At Shaw's supermarket chain 


in New England, lean ham- 
burger was selling for $1.29 a 
pound this week. Last week, the 
price was $1.09 a pound and a 
year ago it was 99 cents. That's 
an increase of about 30 per cent 
over one year. 


Eugene Owens, the meat 


buyer 
for 
Shaw's, 
blamed 


wholesale price rises, "It's been 
nothing but up every day for six 
weeks," he said. "We held as 
long as we could. And from 
what we can tell, it looks like 
prices will hold at the higher 
level for the next two or three 
months." 


A spokesman 
for Fisher 


Foods Inc. in Cleveland, Ohio, 
said that in the past three weeks 
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ground beef went from 88 to 98 
cents a pound. He said the 
wholesale prices leveled off this 
week, but added: "Everything 
we've heard nationally is that 
prices are going to go up until 
spring." 


THE PRICE rises weren't 


really 
unexpected. 
Some 


consumers had been lulled into 
a false sense of security by beef 
sales in the last three months of 
1973, but industry spokesmen 


predicted all along that prices 
would rise early this year. 


The lower prices last year 


were 
because 
cattlemen 


withheld livestock from market 
during the beef price freeze. 
When the freeze ended, there 
was lots of beef available. 


Now, however, that beef has 


been eaten and supplies hare 
down because fewer cattle were 
placed in feedlots during the 
freeze. 


FTC Will Become Selective on Claims 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In- 


stead of requiring each adverti- 
ser in a certain industry to sub- 
mit proof of every claim, the 
Federal Trade Commission an- 
nounced today it will pick only 
suspicious claims for special at- 
tention. 


The result will be less infor- 


mation available to the public 
but a commission geared to 
move more quickly against 
what it considers unsubstan- 


tiated or inflated claims. 


"Since ads traditionally run 


for 13 weeks or less, it is im- 
portant that we eliminate the 
unacceptable delays that were 
commonplace under the old 
procedures," said FTC Chair- 
man Lewis A. Engman. 


Until now, commission orders 


to back up advertising claims 
have been industrywide, cov- 
ering virtually every ad claim 
in the field.

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Wastes, Safety, Sabotage Threaten Use of Nuclear Energy for Power 
Where Grandpa Went'Out Back' Has Become a Texas Art Form 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - In- 


troduced as a terrible weapon, 
the atom now is regarded as a 
major solution to America's 
energy needs in the remainder 
of the century. 


But there are large obstacles. 
They must be overcome if nu- 


clear energy is to grow from its 
present 1 per cent of the nation- 
al energy supply to as much as 
20 per cent by 1985. That is 
when the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission predicts more than 250 
nuclear reactors will generate 
300 billion watts of electricity. 


Forty reactors now operating 


in the U.S. generate 24 billion 
watts. 


However, a small group of in- 


dependent scientists is con- 
vinced that nuclear energy is 
far from being clean and safe. 
They say as it now exists under 
the supervision of the AEC, nu- 
clear energy has become an ul- 
trahazardous technology that if 
expanded could threaten man- 
kind's health and safety. 


They feel America's energy 


planners are making a grave 
mistake assigning nuclear reac- 
tors a major responsibility for 
energy production. They want 
the nuclear push curtailed and 
the emphasis shifted to solar 
energy. 


Even nuclear energy's stro- 


ngest boosters warn of difficult 
problems in the next decade, 
particularly with nuclear fuel 
supplies. Shortages of equip- 
ment, construction workers and 
skilled technicians are lesser 
but worrisome difficulties. 


There also is concern about 


the lengthening period to design 
and build reactors. It is up to 
almost 10 years, about twice as 
long as fossil fuel generating 
plants. 


"...Nuclear power must not 


be allowed to falter," warned a 
panel of nuclear scientists, 
energy experts, utility oper- 
ators and equipment manufac- 
turers. They studied the "short- 
term nuclear option" as part of 
a national energy research and 
development 
workshop last 


year under Cornell University 
auspices. 


The workshop results formed 


the basis for a five-year, $10- 
billion federal energy research 
and development plan present- 
ed to President Nixon last De- 
cember. 


"The need for nuclear energy 


is far too great, the level of 
risk is acceptably low and the 
social 
and 
economic con- 


sequences from loss of the nu- 
clear option are far too trouble- 
some" to allow curtailment of 
nuclear energy, the short-term 
nuclear option panel said. 


The panel's report was writ- 


ten by Dr. Alvin M. Weinberg, 
then director of the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, an Atomic 
Energy Commission laboratory 
that has had a major role in 
nuclear reactor development. 


Early in January Weinberg 


joined the Federal Energy Of- 
fice as director of FEO's re- 
search and development divi- 
sion. 


But the Union of Concerned 


Scientists—UCS—inCambridge, 
Mass., doesn't share this rosy 
future for reactors. 


"We no longer regard nuclear 


power as a dream but as an 
ultrahazardous technology that 
it now is wise to de-emphasize 
and to avoid," the UCS said in 
October. 


The union consists of several 


university 
scientists 
uncon- 


nected with electrical utilities, 
reactor manufacturers or the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


It began a study of nuclear 


reactor safety two years ago 
and was instrumental in per- 


Witnesses File

was given a court-ordered 
blood transfusion last Septem- 
ber over objections of the par- 
ents. 


The suit names numerous 


Harris County (Houston) and 
Escombia County, Fla., offi- 
cials as defendants. 


Guy Lacy and his wife Nell 


seek damages they claim their 
son Guy Talmadge Lacy suf- 
fered as a result of blood trans- 
fusions to overcome an RH 
blood factor. 


The child was born Sept. 9 at 


Pensacola, Fla. The suit claims 
the parents knew of possible 
complications arising from the 
RH factor and brought the boy 
to Gulfway Hospital in Houston 
for treatment other than blood 
transfusion. 


The parents are members of 


the Jehovah's Witnesses sect 
and blood 
transfusions 
are 


against their religious beliefs. 


The suit contends that Es- 


combia County officials con- 
spired with Harris County Child 
Welfare Unit officials to take 
the boy from Gulfway Hospital.

The fear is loss through a 


pipe rupture or other accident 
of water bathing extremely hot 
tubes of nuclear fuel inside the 
reactor. With no water to carry 
heat away, the reactor's interi- 
or might melt and steam pres- 
sure build up until a non-nucle- 
ar explosion resulted. 


This would introduce large 


amounts of radioactivity into 
the environment. Occurring in 
conjunction with unfortunate 
weather conditions, this worst 
case accident might kill hun- 
dreds of people. 


Under prodding from the Un- 


ion of Concerned Scientists, the 
AEC commissioned a study of 
reactor safety by Dr. Norman 
C. Rasmussen, a Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology scien- 
tist. 
Dr. Dixy Lee Ray, AEC 


chairman, revealed preliminary 
results of the study in an Asso- 
ciated Press interview. She 
said Rasmussen's study pre- 
dicts the worst possible acci- 
dent will occur only once in 1 
billion to 10 billion years of a 
single reactor's operation. 


If 1,000 reactors are in oper- 


ation by 2000, an AEC projec- 
tion, then in any given year the 
probability of a catastrophic 
accident is one chance in 1 mil- 
lion to 10 million. 


As a result of the safety hear- 


ings and USC's allegation, the 
AEC issued in December tough- 
er regulations for emergency 


systems. 


UCS said 
the regulations 


were cosmetic in nature, con- 
tinuing an AEC "cover-up of 
critical safety problems." 


—Nuclear wastes. 
Nuclear 
reactors produce 


deadly radioactive wastes that 
will remain poisonous for thou- 
sands of years. 


No long-term solution for iso- 


lating the wastes from the envi- 
ronment has been found yet. 
Present wastes are stored in 
steel tanks at several locations, 
a situation the AEC says is 
temporary. 


The AEC has sponsored re- 


search into solidifying the liq- 
uid wastes. The agency is 
studying how to either bury the 


solids or maintain them for 
decades or centuries in above- 
ground vaults. 


—Homemade atomic bombs. 
Nuclear scientists agree that 


several pounds of certain forms 
of uranium or plutonium, nucle- 
ar reactor fuels, could be man- 
ufactured 
by 
underground 


groups into a crude atomic 
bombs. 


The General Accounting Of- 


fice, a congressional watchdog 
agency, conducted a spot check 
of security last year at several 
commercial facilities handling 
weapon-grade material under 
AEC license. 


Investigators 
found 
areas 


without guards or where guards 
easily were eluded. They found 


buildings containing cans of nu- 
clear material that quickly 
were broken into. 


The AEC responded with 


tougher regulations. 


While these problems concern 


groups such as the Union of 
Concerned Scientists, reactor 
manufacturers and electric util- 
ities worry more about fuel 
shortages and availability of 
equipment and workers in the 
next decade. 


If AEC predictions of reactor 


construction are correct, the 
uranium mining industry must 
double its output by 1980, the 
Weinberg panel said. Thus, de- 
velopment of new mines and 
mills must begin now, because 
it will take at least six years to 


got them into production, the 
panel said. 


It now takes almost 10 years 


from tin1 designer's drawing 
board to first generation of 
electricity for a nuclear reac- 
tor, the panel noted. Fossil fuel 
plants take about seven years. 


"Some three of these years 


aro taken up in licensing," 
Weinberg's group said, suggest- 
ing the time be cut to one year. 


President Nixon has called on 


the AEC to speed up its licens- 
ing. 


But reactor safety and envi- 


ronmental groups have warned 
that faster licensing could fur- 
ther reduce plant safety and 
cause added environmental ef- 
fects.

The first time we saw Leon 


Hale we looked at him askance. 
That means watch out for what 
he's going to do next. 


For he looked like the sort of 


man who would make sport of 
such American institutions as 
apple pie and Harold Stassen. 


Now he's done it! He has au- 


thored a book about those little 
houses which were a part of the 
American scene until indoor 
plumbing became semi-univer- 
sal. 


The book is "Texas Out 


Back" published by Madrona 
Press of Austin, Tex., at $4.75. 


Bale's text covers only 22 


pages. Madrona Press really 
published the book as a set of 
sketches of outhouses done by 
the 
late 
Harry 
Anthony 


DeYoung of San Antonio. 


Why did such a talented art- 


ist sketch 21 privies? 


"...he had a 
tremendous 


sense of humor," explains his 
daughter, Anita DeYoung Is- 
char of San Antonio. 


Hale at one point calls the 


little buildings a "significant 
cultural symbol." 


But he can't keep a straight 


face. 


He relates that when he told 


a friend what he was writing, 
the friend exclaimed, "Well, I 
can see why they 
picked 


YOU!" 


Adds Hale, "...a privy is just 


funny and there is nothing you 
can do about it. I've made 
tests. I've had friends in the 
car, going down the highway, 
and I've pointed and said, 'Hey, 
lookit that oP privy out there, 
listing to port.' They've never 
failed to say, 'Yeah!' And then 
laugh..." 


With all the sophistication 


and cultural advances in Amer- 
ica it would seem that no new 
outdoor facilities 
would be 


built. 


Yet Hale says he knows of 


three new structures. One is an 
elaborate high-rise job, half as 
tall as a windmill and doubling 


as a deer stand. 


Then there is his story of how 


a house out back saved Glen 
Flora one night. 


Seems it was the only facility 


Ed Scheller would permit at his 
tavern. He said it wasn't sani- 
tary to have a bathroom under 
the same roof where beer is 
served. 


A customer headed for the 


place out back at 10:30 one 
night and saw a blaze in North- 
ington's Store. He rushed in- 
side, called in an alarm and the 
fire was put out. 


If it hadn't been for the facil- 


ity out back, Glen Flora would 
have burned to the ground, as 
Hale says, "as sure as Chicago 


did." 


In 
earlier, 
less-liberated 


days, the moral code of the 
Bible Belt prevented anyone 
from admitting in mixed com- 
pany that such a house existed. 


Cannot recall ever hearing a 


woman mention it. If you were 
to ask, "Where's grandpa?" 
and insist on an answer, the 
nearest you could get to a reply 
from grandma was, "Well if 
you have to know, he's out 
back." 


But even if you couldn't talk 


about it, you couldn't ignore it. 
It was there for all to see. 


Don't know what kids do on 


Halloween now for fun. At one 
time the big joke was to roam 


the town overturning outhouses. 


But progress came along and 


stopped that, at least in Sey- 
mour. A bunch overturned the 
one behind the grain elevator, 
but someone had installed in- 
door plumbing in it. 


So when the privy went over, 


it broke the water pipe and all 
the jokers got soaked in weath- 
er too cold for such a dousing. 
Never heard of any such Hal- 
loween pranks there after that. 


But the young bucks of other 


towns did not give up so easily. 


Only last year, a newspaper 


published a complaint from an 
owner of a facility. 


He was a little irate. His 


place had been picked up and 


moved some other place or 
turned over for 11 straight Hal- 
loween nights. 


The complainer said it cost 


him $975 over the years to have 
it brought back or set upright. 


DeYoung was not just a privy 


theorist. He built one with his 
own hands on I^ke Michigan 
before he came to San Antonio 
in 1928 to improve the health of 
himself and his family. 


He already was well estab- 


lished as a painter when he ar- 
rived in the Alamo City. In ad- 
dition to continuing his paint- 
ing, he taught and founded art 
camps. 


At times he toured the back 


roads in the Hill Country look- 
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ing for subjects for sketches. 


He had an eye for the exotic 


or dramatic in privies and most 
persons would not be caught 
dead in the ones which caught 
his interest. 


Actually, most houses were 


well built. As a privileged 
child, we were reared with a 
well-constructed, painted four- 
holer, with one hole children's 
size. 


DeYoung's sketches do not 


state the locations. However, 
they are belived to be in the 
Fort Davis and Boerne-Comfort 
areas. 


The latest date on any of 


them is 1934 and already some 
of the houses were abandoned, 
the doors sagging or missing 
and the paths overgrown with 
weeds. Progress already had 
come to the Hill Country and 
Far West Texas. 


The sketches frequently show 


the good-luck symbol, a horse- 
shoe, nailed over the door. The 
significance of this escapes us. 


Several of the drawings also 


show birdhouses on the roofs. 
Presumably it was easier to 
build them there than to erect 
a pole. 


They were constructed of 


boards, stones or even adobe, 
although some obviously were 
made of any scrap material at 
hand. One of those pictured 
even has an awning—protection 
against the heat, we suppose, 
and it gets pretty hot in there. 


A house out back is not so- 


mething to cling to, really, but 
every once in a while prideful 
Dallas starts a campaign to get 
people to tear their's down. Re- 
sults have been indifferent. For 
when you need one it had bet- 
ter be there. 


But they are fading from the 


American scene. In a few years 
there won't be a carpenter 
alive who knows how to saw an 
artistic air-hole crescent. A 
little bit of culture will die. 


Now Is the Time

recommends a tandem disc.

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Witness: Corll Asked To Be Shot and Henley Shot Him 
Energy Shortage Spurs Texas Fur Business 


HOUSTON (AP) - Teen-ager 


Elmer Wayne Henley takes the 
witness stand today at his 
pretrial 
hearing 
into 
the 


homosexual, 
torture 
and 


slayings of 27 Houston area 
youths, his lawyer said. 


Timothy Kerley, 20, testified 


Tuesday that he was also 
marked for death and that only 
Henley's gunplay saved him. 


"I had enough sense to be 


aware that I was to be killed," 
Kerley testified. That 
was 


before Henley shot and killed 
Dean A. Corll, 33, last August 8 
in Corll's home in suburban 
Pasadena. 


It was the shooting of Corll, 


the man police call the leader of 


the murder ring, which broke 
open the macabre case.Corll's 
death, which Henley admitted, 
was ruled self defense by 
authorities. 


Henley's lawyer, Will Gray, 


said Tuesday this phase of the 
hearing could wind up Thursday 
or Friday. 


KERLEY, 
Henley 
and 


Rhonda Williams, 15, were at 
the Corll home in the early 
morning hours of Aug. 8. After 
sniffing paint, all three passed 
out and awakened bound and 
gagged. In earlier testimony, 
police quoted Henley as telling 
them that Kerley and Miss 
Williams were stripped nude 


and tied to a large plywood 
board in one of the bedrooms of 
the home while Henley was 
released by Corll. 


Miss Williams also testified 


Tuesday but she was allowed to 
do so behind closed doors in the 
chambers of District Court 
Judge William Hatten because 
she is a juvenile. 


Kerley testified Corll was 


about to sexually assault him 
when "Wayne said, 'You've 
gone far enough, Dean.' Dean 
jumped up and ran at him with 
his hands raised and said, 'Kill 
me, Wayne, kill me.' And that's 
what he did." 


Henley fired five or six shots 


into Corll, Kerley said. Then 


after the two young persons 
were released from their bonds 
and clothed, the trio debated 
calling police. 


"WAYNE SAID maybe we 


should just leave. I said no, we 
should call the police and he 
said okay," Kerley said. 


After the shooting, the three 


went out on the sidewalk in front 
of the house to wait for police 
and Kerley said Henley told him 
he had killed other persons. "He 
said he had done that four or 
five times." 


Under close questioning by 


Gray, Kerley admitted that 
Henley had not said he had 
killed four or five persons, but 


that was what he took Henley's 
statement to mean. 


"He was upset about killing 


Dean," the tall, long-haired 
witness testified. "He 
was 


crying and holding his head." 


Kerley said the three nad 


been sniffing 
acrylic paint, 


"drinking 
beer 
and white 


lightning" during the early 
morning hours and that Henley 
had sniffed more paint just 
about 15 minutes before he shot 
and killed Corll. 


But he added that the in- 


toxicating effects appeared to 
have worn off by the time of- 
ficers arrived and they were 
taken into custory. 


ASKED HOW long the effects 


of sniffing paint lasts, Kerley 
replied, "It depends on how long 
you sniff. Usually I can un- 
derstand what's going on within 
30 minutes or an hour." 


When a patrolman arrived at 


the house, he said, a policeman 
warned then that they had the 
right to remain silent about 
what had occurred. 


Several hours after the arrest 


at the Pasadena police station, 
Kerley said, "A man came in 
and read off a piece of paper 
about our rights." 


Kerley was asked if the man, 


Municipal Court Judge Russell 
Drake, explained what he was 


doing. 


"I've seen enough movies to 


know what he was doing. It was 
all self-explanatory. You have 
the right to remain silent and 
stuff like that." 


Kerley said lie had known 


Henley about six months at tin- 
time of the shooting and con- 
sidered him a friend. Ho had 
known Corll and David Owen 
Brooks, 18, only casually, lie 
said, 


AFTER 
HENLEY 
was 


arrested for investigation in the 
Corll shooting, Henley started 
telling officers that Corll had 
told him of killing other youths 
lured to the home.

Mullican, a Pasadena detective, 
trstifiod Henley gave him a 
statement admitting to killing 
at least six of the '11 youths later 
found. 


I!, is those statements, made 


before a lawyer was able to talk 
In Henley, that the defense is 
trying to get thrown out of court 
in the pretrial hearing. 


Henley is charged in six of the 


Ti slayings and is due to go on 
trial immediately after 
the 


pretrial hearing ends. However 
Gray has said he plans to seek a 
six month continuance at that 
time to let publicity caused by 
the hearing die down. 


PARIS, Tex. (AP) - The 


market for furs, even for the 
lowly opossum, is booming and 
some say the energy crisis is at 
the bottom of it. 


And caught in the middle be- 


tween the heavy demand for 
fur coats and the shortage of 
petrochemicals for synthetics 
are the fur-bearing animals. 


Neil Whitaker, co-owner of 


Paris Hide and Fur, one of the 
Southwest's largest fur-buying 
firms, says the common rac- 
coon pelt is going as high as 
$6.50, while even opossum furs 
are worth $1. 


"We're taking every piece of 


fur we can buy," says Whita- 
ker, 
whose 
father, 
Elmer 


Whitaker, was one of the found- 


ers of the business. "Prices are 
not that much higher than last 
year, but the demand is grow- 
ing." 


Juergen Schrader, a fourth- 


generation German fur broker 
was in town at the time of the 
interview to dicker for a stock 
of Whitaker furs. 


"Most United States furs 


wind up in Europe," Schrader 
noted. "They may come back 
to America—but in the form of 
fur coats and trim on other 
garments." 


Schrader was grading a stack 


of several hundred raccoon 
pelts. "The coon is good now," 
he said. "Firm, hardy fur and 
not too expensive." 


Both agreed that the energy 


crisis is going to have a strong 
effect on the fur business—but 
for somewhat different reasons. 


"If Europe can't get oil," ob- 


served Schrader, "then our 
economy will suffer. Jobs will 
be scarce. And not so many 
people will be buying fur 
coats." 


Whitaker pointed to the grow- 


ing demand for natural furs, 
both in America and abroad. 
The synthetic fur process re- 
quires petrochemical feed stock 
which is dependent upon oil. 


But part of the reason, adds 


Whitaker, is the good old Amer- 
ican yearning for the real 
thing—natural furs, not synthet- 
ic copies. And 68 degrees on the 
thermostat sort of spurs a new 


interest in things warm. 


Whatever the reason for the 


brisk market, the Southwest's 
fur bearers are having trouble 
keeping their pelts on. 


An average morning at the 


Paris fur houses produces a 
steady stream of hunters and 
trappers unloading their catch. 


"Kids, 
amateurs, 
profes- 


sionals...everybody's trapping 
this winter," 
Whitaker ob- 


served. "Some are making 
good money." 


One veteran trapper volun- 


teered that he never thought 
he'd see the day when a rac- 
coon would bring more than a 
mink. But the female mink is 
worth only $5 compared with a 
top of $6.50 for raccoons. The 


male mink commands around 
$10, 
however, because of his 


size. 


Beaver goes for $13 and 


down, coyote $10 and down, 
bobcat $20 and down. Skunks, 
wryly referred to as "sweet 
back," bring $1, scent and all. 


Size and condition of the pelts 


governs the price. And most of 
today's furs are bought on the 
carcass. 


"The trappers used to have 


to skin out the pelts, stretch 
them, dry them and bring them 
in," recalls Whitaker. "Nowa- 
days, the buyer has to do all 
that." 


Whitaker opened a huge vault 


and showed a backlog of whole 
animals still to be skinned out. 


Beavers, 
coyotes, 
raccoons, 


opossums. A few bobcats. All 
frozen at zero temperature. 


"We'll 
be 
skinning until 


April," he shrugged. The trapp- 
ing season in both Texas and 
Oklahoma ends Jan. 31. Trap- 
pers have 14 days in Texas, 10 
in Oklahoma to dispose of their 
"green" pelts. The Whitakers, 
however, can take their time. 
Right now, they have a veteran 
skinning crew working on rac- 
coons four days a week, opos- 
sums one. 


Typical of the skinners is 


Frank Carmon, 69, of Belk. 
"Frank's a little slow with the 
knife this morning," needled 
Whitaker. "He hunted all night. 
Got seven raccoons. I may 


start running with him." 


Out front, a tall Oklahoman, 


Pete Anderson, was unloading 
the past few days' catch—bob- 
cats, beaver, raccoon. 


Anderson, a former profes- 


sional basketball player who 
now is a security guard at Ok- 
lahoma's McCloud Honor Farm 
near Boswell, hunts fur bearers 
when he isn't using his redbone 
hounds to chase escaped prison- 
ers. 


"I like my redbones over 


bloodhounds," explains Ander- 
son. "The redbones will tree a 
prisoner. Then we can take our 
time getting to him." 


Actually, the local fur trade 


is only a fraction of the Paris 
firm's business. Neil Whitaker, 
a former Midwestern Univer- 
sity football star, gave up a 
promising career as an auditor 


seven fur seasons ago to come 
back and join his dad. 


"I grew up in the fur busi- 


ness," says Whitaker. "I fell 
the future was go<xl in it, and it 
has been." 


Elmer Whitaker travels over 


the Southwest states, buying 
furs from large trappers and 
smaller dealers. Fox from New 
Mexico, muskrat and nutria 
from Louisiana, ring-tail eat 
from West Texas. 


The nutria crop is down this 


year. Louisiana's growing al- 
ligator crop is feasting on 
them. The muskrat take is 
down, too. 


Whitaker feels the fur bear- 


ers can hold their own, though. 


Properly protected, by reason- 
able seasons and laws, they'll 
always be with us."

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger has predicted that the 
Arab oil embargo will be lifted 
before the projected 40-day 
disengagement of Israeli and 
Egyptian forces is completed. 


"We have had every reason to 


believe that success in the 
negotiations would mark 
a 


major step toward ending the 
oil 
embargo. 
We 
would 


therefore think that failure to 
end 
the 
embargo 
in 
a 


reasonable 
time 
would be 


highly 
inappropriate," Kis- 


singer said Tuesday at his first 
news conference since retur- 
ning from the Middle East. 


Asked whether he believed 


the embargo would be lifted 
after the 40-day disengagement 
period, Kissinger said, "I think 
in more ambitious terms." 


THEN HE was asked whether 


he thinks it will be ended sooner 
and Kissinger replied, "Yes." 


Kissinger stressed that the 


United States did not commit 
itself to new obligations in the 
Mideast talks. 


"Both sides found it easier to 


accept a U.S. proposal as to the 
limitation of their forces than to 
accept 
limitations 
which 


seemed to be demanded by the 
other side," Kissinger said. 


This "does not constitute a 


U.S. guarantee, it was a device 
by which the United States 
made it possible to convey to the 
other 
their 
acceptance of 


certain 
limitations 
on 
the 


armaments," the secretary of 
state said. 


However, 
Kissinger 
ac- 


knowledged that the United 
States will be involved in the 
Middle East if the agreement 
breaks down. 


While Kissinger explained in 


his usual scholarly fashion the 
U.S. role in the Middle East, he 
was obviously irritated when 
asked what he knew about the 
activities of the plumbers, the 
White House intelligence group. 


KISSINGER denied that he 


misled 
the Senate 
Foreign 


Relations Committee when he 
testified about the plumbers 
last fall. 


But he said he was aware that 


David R. Young Jr., who 
worked for him at the White 
House before he was tran- 


sferred to the plumbers, in- 
vestigated 
the leak at the 


National 
Security 
Council, 


which Kissinger still heads.

Cut Your Own Taxes 
Sick Pay Exclusion 
If Pay Is Down 25% 


By RAY DE CRANE 


Two sets apply for those 


eligible for the sick pay ex- 
clusion. One set applies to 
employes who receive full pay 
or anything more than 75 per 
cent of full pay during their 
absence. 


Another set of rules, ex- 


plained here, applies to those 
whose pay is reduced to 75 per 
cent of normal or less when they 
are absent from work because 
of sickness or injury. 


IF YOU are in this second 


catagory and you spent at least 
one full day in the hospital 
during any part of your period 
of absence, there is no waiting 
period. Your exclusion begins 
on the first day of absence from 
work. 


The amount to be excluded is 


the lesser of your actual pay 
received or $75 a week. 


If you did not spend at least 


one day in the hospital there is a 
seven-day waiting period before 
the 
exclusion 
becomes ef- 


fective. Start counting with the 
first work day absent and count 
seven consecutive days. 


After counting off the seven 


days, start taking your ex- 
clusion at the rate of $75 a week. 
If pay received is less than that, 
the actual pay received is ex- 
cluded. 


Sick pay does not always 


come in full weekly periods. 
You could have two full weeks 
and three days credit. What- 
then? 


FOR PERIODS less than a 


full week, apply the daily rate of 
exclusion. For example, with a 
$75weekly 
maximum, 
that 


would be $15 a day if you nor- 
mally work a five-day week. 


In this case, you would take 


either the $15 a day figure or the 
actual pay received for a week 
divided by five, if that would 
produce a lower figure. 


Follow the same procedure 


dividing by six if you work a six- 
day week, or by seven if you 
work a seven-day week. 


After 30 calendar days have 


elapsed from the onset of the 
absence from work, your ex- 
clusion is stepped up to the 
weekly pay received or $100 a 
week, if that is a lesser figure.
